Mr. Chairman, My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting to you my Annual Report for 
the year ending 31st December, 1964. 


Regarding the vital statistics it will be noted that the 
number of births registered in the district rose from 562 in 1963 to 
590 in 1964 which latter figure represents a standardised live birth 
rate of 17.6, and is slightly below that for England and Wales as a 
whole (18.4). 


The number of deaths fell from 512 in 1963 to 497 in 1964 
which when standardised represents a rete of 10.2 per 1000 estimated 
resident population, and is lower than that for England and Vales (11.3). 


The average age at death of 74.4 for females and 68.2 for 
males representing 71.2 for both sexes together is the highest so far 


recorded in this district. 


I regret to say that the infant mortality (deaths of 
infants under one year of age) increased from 12 in 1963 to 16 in 
1964. and the Infant Mortality rate of 27.1 is much above that for the 
country, viz. 20.0. 


The incidence of notifiable infectious diseases in 1964 
was low and of the 265 cases which occurred there were 200 cases of 
measles and 38 cases of dysentery most of the latter occurring in one 


of the large mental hospitals. 


I am pleased to report that there were no cases of 
diphtheria and poliomyelitis and only five cases of whooping cough 
notified due to the protection given to infants by the respective 


innoculations. 


On the whole it may be said that the general health of the 
District has been satisfactory with a rise in birth rate, a decrease 
in death rate and with the absence of any major outbreak of infectious 


disease. 


I would like to thank Mr. Benham the Chief Public Health 
Inspector and Mr. Osborne the Housing Officer for their contribution 
to the report and to express my thanks to all members of the staff 


for their consistent help and full co-operation during the year. 


As in previous years the members of the Public Health 
Committee and the Council as a whole has shown great interest in the 


work of the Department and for this I would like to express my appreciation.

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(e) Reatipox 


During the year the policy of the Ministry of Health whereby persons 
returning from (i) smallpox infected local areas and, (ii) from smallpox 
endemic areas should, if they were not in possession of valid certificates of 
vaccination, be placed under surveillance or even isolation for 1, days. Later 
however the Ministry of Health relaxed this requirement in the case of certain 
North African countries e.g. Algeria, Tunisia, and Morocco, leaving it to the 
discretion of the Medical Officers at the port of disembarkation to insist on 
surveillance or note 


This we feel was a retrograde step as Medical Officers at these ports of 
disembarkation are reluctant to leave the control of these travellers to chance 
and insist, quite rightly so in my opinion, on surveillance. 


The public being aware that surveillance may not be necessary do not get 

themselves vaccinated before visiting these parts of Africa and in consequence 

on their return are subjectod to surveillance which causes considerable incon- 
venience to themselves end a lot of extra work for the Medical Officer of Health. 
It should be appreciated thet "Surveillance" means that the person in question 
should have their temperature taken and should be stripped and the skin carefully 
examined for early signs of smallpox each day fer at least the last 7 days of 

the 1, days surveillance period. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


During 1964, 12 new cases of Tuberculosis were notified, (7 Males and 
5 Females.) The majority, (8) of these cases were clinicelly tuberculosis of 
the lungs, and the remainder, (4) tuberculosis of the other parts of the 
body. 


On receipt of a notification of Tuberculosis, the housing conditions, 
milk supply, etc., are investigated in collaboration with the Chest Physician, 
and where necessary the appropriate recommendations ere made to the Housing 
Comnittece 


The age distribution of new cases, localisation of the disease and 
deaths from Tuberculosis during 1964 were es follows. 
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The incidence of ell cases & (re ety to fie Patines of 
the Medical Officer of Health during 1955 - 1964 is given in the following

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The incidence of new cases of Tuberculosis during 1964 per 1,000 
estimated resident population was 0.32, cnd 4 deaths occurred from these 
new cases during the year. It should be remembered, however, that there are 
tio large mental hospitals in the area, and that of the 12 Tuberculosis 
cases notified during the year, 3 were notified from these institutions, but 
no deaths occurred amongst institutional cases. 


Exeter Airport 


The Health Control of this Airport is administered by this local 
authority. Two important aspects of such control may be of interest to 
the Councillors. 


(1) The Control of the Importation of Infectious Diseases - 
principally smallpox 


At the present time very few passengers disembarking at the Exeter 
Airport have come from infected local smallpox areas or smallpox endemic 
countries. Novertheless the staff at the Airport (including restaurant 
staff) are kept fully vaccinated against this disease. 


(2) Medical Inspection of Aliens and Commonwealth Immigrants 


Such passengers will be inspected as and when the Immigration Officers 
refer them. The following table shows the numbers of aliens and common= 
wealth immigrants who have arrived at the Exeter Airport since 1960. 
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The rapid increese in the numbers of aliens arriving at this airport 
since 1960 - 1964 will be noted.

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REPORT ON MAINS WATER SUPPLIES IN THE DISTRICT 
I am indebted to the Clerks and Engineers of the Bast Devon, 
North Devon and South West Devon Water Boards for information as to 
sources of supply, sampling routine and whether any shortages have 


Occurred during the past year. Their summaries are set out below :- 


BAST DEVON WATER BOARD 


ae The permanent sources of supply are Lympstone Borehole, 
Rushmore Borehole, Topsham, and No. 3 Borehole at Dotton. 


De Sampling of raw water is carried out weekly; at the works 
daily; and on distribution mains twice weekly, and this follows a 
routine pattern. 


Ce No shortages were reported from consumers connected to 


the main supply system. 


NORTH DEVON wATER BOARD 


ae For Tedburn St. Mary and Dunsford the source of supply 
is Taw Marsh, Belstone; for Whitestone the majority is a bulk supply 
from East Devon Water Board; and for Holeombe Burnell a bulk supply 
from South West Devon Vater Board. 


De Samples are taken monthly at different points, and no 


unsatisfactory samples were taken during the year. 


Ce Shortagese A shortage was reported in Whitestone on one 
or two occasions due to electrical faults at the booster station, and 
on three occasions at Holcombe Burnell due to fractured mains or

One cannot help feeling that some of these requirements are 
unnecessary. For instance, the examination of the lips, 
gums, tongue and renal glands of lambs, and such requirements 
as these are not carried out as routine, but only when con- 


sidered necessary,

As previously reported refuse is now, with the 
prevalence of pre-packing and wrapping of all food stuffs etc., 
extremely bulky, so that a large percentage of refuse is paper, 
polythene, plastic, cardboard etc., and the amount of cinder or 
ash is extremely small. This is somewhat overcome by means of 
vehicles which give a reasonable degree of compaction or com- 
pression. Throughout the year we have had an increasing number 
of complaints from householders with regard to the present 
"Kerb-side Collection", probably due to the increased influx into 
the district of people who have left large towns where mainly 


there is a "back door collection" method. 


During the Autumn we inaugurated a collection of 
buiky articles from many of the larger and more populated 
villages, This met with varying success which would appear to 
be due to insufficient publicity. Nevertheless, people who 
took advantage of this service were extremely pleased to be able 


to dispose of articles which cannot be collected by the normal 
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collection system, In addition this probably prevented a 
great deal of depositing on waysides and other spare land, 


littering the countryside with objectionable and unsightly rubbish,

Disposal is by controlled tipping and the follow-

This is the 
principal tip where some 80% of all the refuse 
is normelly deposited, but during wet weather it 
becomes unusable, This tip will be completed 
early in 1965. 


Exminster Above Trood House - nearly complete and kept in 
reserve, This tip, the original area of which was 
nearly completed, has had a further lease of life 
as planning permission has been obtained for a 
further extension which should prolong the life 
for 3-4 years. 
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Starcross Rear of Brickyard Cottages - can only be used

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The following report has been kindly supplied 
by the Housing Officer, Mr. W.R. Osborne. 


1, Number of applications for housing accommodation 
to date:- 681 


These are from persons residing within the Rural 
District, although applications are received from persons 
outside the area of the District who require accommodation 
matoan the District. 


Of this number 435 are from applicants requiring 
3 bedroomed accommodation and 246 from elderly applicants 
requiring bungalow or other similar accommodation, 


During the year ending 31.12.1964. 266 applications 
were received from persons residing in the District (101 for 
bungalows and 165 for houses). 


A large number of the elderly applicants are 
residing in condemned houses and are being evicted from 
properties, the condition of which has been considered by 
the Council under the Housing Acts, After residing for so 
many years in one house they are reluctant to move, but in 
a very short while after residing in a new dwelling they 
become more than pleased with the modern amenities provided, 


The number of families re-housed in existing and 
new properties from January to December, 1964, was 149, 


In this connection the Council now follow the 
policy of inviting tenants from under-occupied 3 bedroomed 
houses to transfer their tenancies to bungalows and/or flats. 


The Council have not experienced any difficulty 
with tenants in this respect, the net result of which is 
the Council having tenancies of houses available for re-eletting 
which would not otherwise have been possible. 


New Schemes have been completed in various Parishes, 
the most noteworthy being in Topsham where a block of 24 
flats (one and two bedroomed) a Wardens Service and Community 
Centre, and at Alphington where 44 units (30 houses and 
14 bungalows) have been provided. 


Nineteen bungalows (one and two bedroomed) have 
been provided at Woodbury. Several of these are occupied by 
elderly persons who have been transferred from Council Houses. 


A progressive programme for the modernisation of 
pre-war houses is being proceeded with by the Council, These 
improvements bringing much pleasure to the tenant and his 
family who are able to enjoy the amenities of hot water system, 
baths, etc, 


The Council's determination to provide sufficient 
houses to meet their housing needs is reflected in the number 
of dwellings to be erected in the housing programme for; tne 
current year particularly with the large proportion of 
bungalows to be erected in Parishes where there are a good 
many under-occupied Council Houses, the tenancies of which will 
become available for re-letting to families.
